To Bjornsterne Bjornson. 

D EAR SIR: In all your letter only one thing is 
just and true—the beginning. Your satanic 
confession of faith, medieval as it is, still has 

eWarmth and the force of conviction.

The latest census report 
under the special direction of Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, showed that 85 out of every 100,000 cit- 
izens were blind, but that 16 per cent of the totally 
blind and 24 per cent Of the partly blind were em- 
ployed in earning their own living. Five thousand 
o¢ more over 10 years old were engaged in agricul- 
ture, one-fifth of the number being totally blind. 
Professional service claimed nearly 2000, domestic 
and personal service claimed the same number, trade 
and transportation over 1600, and manufacturing and 
mechanics, 1375. There were four totally blind 
woodsmen and raftsmen, nine totally bling wood- 
choppers, 492 musicians or music teachers, and 543 
brush and broom makers, The list shows how 
varied are the trades or professions they can easily 
follow, if only given the training and an Opportunity 
to work. 

Blind babies are only recently coming in for their 
share of attention. It is too late to save some pitiful 
little fellows, but early enough to save many thoue- 
sands if the spirit of justice and _ philanthropy 
spreads. Unless a blind baby is taught before it is 
6 or & years old it the most pathetic of 
idiots. Boston has established a nursery for these, 
though she has had.a kindergarten in the Perkins 
Institute since 1887. One-fourth of the babies who 
come to the nursery are restored either to normal 
or partial sight through proper treatment, and the 
State now requires that physicians and nurses report 
all cases of new-born babies with weak eyes.

Claim Salaries Increased. 

By virtue of his office as president, 
it is alleged, Fred C. Peper fixed his 
salary for the year 1903 at $8000, instead 
of $3000, the amount he had previously 
received. The salary of Christian Cor- 
helius, it is alleged, was increased in 
the same manner. 

In 194"and for. three succeeding years 
ft is claimed Fred C. Peper drew $15,000 
a year and Christian Cornelius $12,000 
annually. ’

HEALTH AND SANITY 


Henrietta Colfer, Who Leaped 
From Roof of City Hospital, 
Regains Faculties. 








As Her Physical Condition Im- 
proved Under Doctor’s Care 
Reason Returned. 





Hienrietta Colfer, the 19-year-old girl, 
who while demented leaped from the 
roof of the City Hospital and broke her 
spine, not only set at naught the predic- 
tions of physilicans that she would die, 
but Saturday morning left the hospital 
with all her mental faculties fully re- 
stored. 

The young woman’s strange actions 
led the family with which she was em- 
ployed to send her to the hospital. She 
became a patient in the observation 
ward March 13 last. Several days after- 
wards she escaped the attendants and, 
finding one of the barred windows of 
the ward unlocked, climbed to the roof 
of the hospital. 

A nurse saw the girl seated airily on 
the corner of the building and looking 





down into the street, 120 feet below. 
When the nurse started to climb 
through the window the girl turned to- 
ward her. 

Caught in Firemen’s Net. 

“If you come out here, I’ll jump,” she 
warned. The nurse stopped and pleaded 
with her to come back. The alarm 
spread through the hospital and out on 
the street. Soon a crowd gathered and 
breathlessly watched every movement 
of the girl on the roof. Someone turned 
in a fire alarm and five minutes later, 
when, waving her hand to the horrified 
on-lookers, she gathered her skirts and 
leaped outward, firemen with. a life 
net caught her. 

On the operating table, where she was 
carried, unconscious, it was found that 
one of the projections in the middle of 
her spine was fractured. Physicians 
dressed the injury, but said she wouiu 
die. When, at the end of 24 hours, she 
vas still alive, they said it was inter- 
esting and spoke of her marvelous vital- 
ity. When another day passed and she 
showed signs of mending, they declared 
the case unprecedented.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 138.—Gas- 


ton C. Philip, millionaire, all-around 
sport and man-about-town in New 
York and Washington, this morning 
shot and probably fatally wounded 
Frank B. MacAboy, a “night hawk’’ 
hack driver, in the Arlingten Hotel, 
because MacAboy refused to take a 
drink with the society man.

‘“‘Lend Me Five Shillings,’ and ‘David 
Garrick”’ at the Grand Opera House on 
Monday and Tuesday nights of this 
week, comes of an old French family of 
St. Louis which traces its ancestry back 
to Prince Conde of the court of Louis 
XVI of France. One of her ancestors, 
Dr. Andre Conde, born in France, was 
post surgeon in the French service at 
old Fort Chartres, a few miles above 
St. Louis. He settled in this city in 
1765, and for many years was the only 
practicing physician in St. Louis. 

The Sanguinet family connections in- 
clude the Benolists, the Hogans, the 
Cozens, the Stephens, the Rectors and 
the O’Fallons of St. Louis, and the Sees 
of St. Charles. Her great-grandfather, 
Simon Sanguinet, was a member of the 
American Fur Co., and a famous trap- 
per and Indian trader in the early days 
of local history. Her grandmother, Mrs. 
Sarah |I*. Sanguinet, now living at the 
age of 75, hasn't a gray hair in her 
head, and, as a girl, Was considered one 
of the beauties of St. Louis. 

On her mother’s side Miss Sangutnet 
is descended from a prominent German 
family. Hier maternal great-grandfa- 
ther was Julius Heinze, an officer of 
high rank in the German army, and her 
grandfather, Herman Heinze, was a 
Captain in the United States army dur- 
ing the Civil War, afterwards holding 
important public positions in St. Louis 
County.

And her passion for diamonds involved 
her in one of the greatest scandals and 
mysteries known to a French court. the 
scandal of “The Queen's Necklace.” This 
was a circiet of diamonds worth $3.0.000. 
It was bought for the queen by Cardinal 
Prince de Rohan 

Madame Campan declares that the plot 
by which the diamonds were bought for 
the Queen was contrived by swindlers, 
and implicated the Queen's character 
and directly assailed the majesty and 
honor of the throne
